Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(M.P.E.P. § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the product of an electrode of a plasma 
display panel can be made by another and materially different process such as by 
selectively depositing electrode material to form pattern of electrodes or mechanically 
removing electrode material to form pattern of electrodes. 

A telephone call was made to Mr. M Qualey on 7-19-05 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(b) if 
one or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one 
claim remaining in the application.
